14. (currently amended): An image display device which comprises an image display panel, 
in which liquid powders, which indicate a high fluidity in an aerosol sta te such that solid-like 
substances are suspended in a gas stably as dispersoid, are sealed b etween two opposing 
substrates, at least one of two substrates being transparent, and, in whic h the liquid powders, to 
which an electrostatic field produced bv a pair of electrodes provided o n one substrate or both 
substrates respectively is applied, are made to move so as to display an image, and whe rein a 
chip for transmitting a drive signal to the image display panel i s arranged in at least one of the 
substrates Thc imag e display device according to claim 2, wher e in and an apparent volume in a 
maximum floating state of the liquid powders is two times or more than that in none floating 
state. 

15. (currently amended): An image display device which comprises an image display panel, 
in which liquid powders, which indicate a high fluidity in an a erosol state such that solid-like 
substances are suspended in a gas stablv as dispersoid. are sealed betw een two opposing 
substrates, at least one of two substrates being transparent, and, in whi ch the liquid powders, to 
which an electrostatic field produced bv a pair of electrodes provided o n one substrate or both 
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substrates respectively is applied, are made to move so as to display an image, and wherein a 
chip for transmitting a drive signal to the image display panel is arrange d in at least one of the 
substrates The imag e display device according to claim 2, wherein and a time change of the 
apparent volume of the liquid powders satisfies the following formula: 
V 10 /V 5 > 0.8; 

here, V 5 indicates the apparent volume (cm 3 ) of the liquid powders after 5 minutes from 
the maximum floating state; and Vio indicates the apparent volume (cm 3 ) of the liquid powders 
after 10 minutes from the maximum floating state. 

16. (currently amended): The image display device according to claim 2 claim 14 , wherein an 
average particle diameter d(0.5) of the liquid powders is 0.1 - 20 um. 

17. (new): The image display device according to claim 15, wherein an average particle 
diameter d(0.5) of the liquid powders is 0.1 - 20 jam. 
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
